t  HAT  if  any  fuitable  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  offer  themfelves  to  take  the 
Command  of  a  Company  againft  His  Majefties  Enemies,   and  obtain  a 


Commiffion   from   the  Honourable    the   Lieutenant  Governour,  (

Commander  in  Chief,.v/ith  Orders  to  Raiie  a  Companv  or'  Compa 
^JL^.  nies  for  His  Majefties  Service  :  fuch^  Officers  .  and  Companies  (over 
and  above  rhe  Encouragement  given  by  an  A6t  of  this  Court,  of  Fifty  Pounds  Per 
Head  for  every  Indian  man,  and  Twenty  five  Pounds  Per  Head,  tor  any  Indian 
Woman  or  Child,  Male  or  Female,  under  the  Age  ot  Fourteen  Years,  taken  or 
brought  in  P  rifoner  ;  the  Scalps  of  all  Indians  flain,  to  be  produced  and  delivered  to 
the  Commiffioner  or  CorHmiffioners  for  War,  as  the  Law  in  thac  cale  provides,  and 
the  benefit  of  Plunder  )  (hall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Publick  Treaiury  their 
fleceffary  Provifion,  Ammunition  and  accuftomed  Wages,  for  ib  long  time'  as  they 
are  feeking  or  pursuing  faid  Enemy:  But  when  they  lhall  tecum  to  any  Town,  Fort, 
.Garnfon  or  Veffels  for  fo  long  time  as  they  flay  in  any  iuch  place,  they  fhall  be  out 
of  Pay  :  And  the  chief  Officer  and  Clerk  of  every  iuch.  Company;  &all  each  of  them 
keep  a  Journal  of  all  their  Proceedings  from  time  to  time,  and  return  the  lame  unto 
the  Commiffioner  for  War,  and  that  they  be  further  fupplied  with  Veffels  forTranf- 
portation,  and  Boars  as  needed.  And  in  cafe  of  receiving  any  Wounds  or  Maihems 
in  the  faid  Service,  fhall  be  encouraged  as  to  Cure  and  Penfions  as  is  by  I  aw  provided 
for  Souldiers  that  are  ImprefTed,  and  likewife  to  be  allowed  a  Chyrurgeon  with  thern 
if  it  be  procured  under  Publick  Pay. 

And  for  Encouragement  of  fpeedy  Succours  and.Relief  to  be  yielded  unto  the 
Frontiers  UD6n  an.  Alarm -or  Attack  cnwn>>  upon  thenr  by  the  Enemy  j  Iuch  of  the 
Neighbouring  Towns  as  move  to  their' Relief  and  towards  rhe'Surprizal  or  Puduit  of 
the  Enemy,  by  ..virtue  of  the  Law  of  the  Province,  or  by  virtue  of  any  Order  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governour  or  Commander  in  Chief,  or  Commander  of  rhe  Regiment, 
lhall  have'  the  like  Encouragement  as  aforefaid,  if  fuch  perfons  fhall  have  purlued  the 
Enemy  farther  than  they  may  reaibnably  return  in  twenty  four  Hours,  otherwife  to 
be  allowed  no  Wages. 

§5rot3ii»e&,  That  this  Order  fhall  continue  in  force  for  the  fpace  of  fix  Months 
next  coming,  and  for  no  longer.
